THE LABRADOR STORMS, 


Over Three Hundred Lives Believed to 
Have Been Lost 


St. Joun’s, N. F., October 28.—The hurri- 
cane that raged onthe Labrador coast was 
unprecedented even in that inclement region. 
Over seventy vessels and probably three cone 
dred lives were lost. The bark Nellie has 
just arrived with 260 shipwrecked men 
women and children rescued from the disas- 
‘er. Several women died trom exposure, and 
others were drowned. Over 2,000 persons are 
destitute and stranded on the coast. Five 
steamers have been despatched to their agsist- 
ance. The worst is not yet known. 

THE LATEST NEWS. 

_QuEBEC, October 28.—The steamship Cana- 
dian, which bas just returned from her sea- 
son’s cruise in the gulf, reports considerable 
distress on the Labrador coast, Owing to the 
failure of the fisberies. At Esquimaux Point 
out ofa population of 150 families, ouly 20 
have supplies for the winter. Thirty more 
hope to get enough from the merchants, who 
usually make advances to them to pull them 
throvgh. The remaining 100 families have 
nothing whatever with which to face the 
winter, end it will be necessary 
either to bring them off the 
coest or to eend supplies to them. The com- 
msnder is of opinion that these people should 
be brought off the coast, as it is useless to send 
them supplies season after season. The fact 
is there are too many people on the coast of 
Labrador. The failure ot the fisheries was 
due to the action of the ice in the spring. The 
fall fishing has been poor overthe gult, owing 
to rough weather. Prices for all kinds of fish 
arelow. The cropon the south coast in the 
countics of Gaspe and Bonaventure are abun- 
dent. Four destitute families were brought 
from Labrador by the Canadian. These have 
been cared for and senton west. They were 
al) vaccinated in Gaspe before coming up, 
beth the dominion ard local governments hay- 
ing refused to take them in hand. 


Dargers of the Fog. 

New York, October 28.—A dense fog pre- 
vailed in and around this city this morning, 
impeding travel on the railways and naviga- 
tion on both rivers to a great extent. The 
first mishap reported on account of the fog 
wes a collision cn North river. This morning 
the steamer Hackensack, of the Hoboken ter- 
ry line,camé into collision with the ocean 
steamer Servia. The bow of the ferry boat 
was carried away, and a great panic prevailed 
on both vessels. A collision occurred off pier 
48, and in his fright John Malloy,a sailor on 
ihe Servia, jumped overboard and was drown- 
ed. His body wasrecovered. Several others 
jumped overboard but were rescued. 
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THE SMALLPOX RECORD, 


The Alleged Negiect of Patients in Some of 
the Hospitals. 

Montrea, October 28.—The physicians in 
attendance at St. Roch’s hospital and the 
Sister Superior in charge, are 
cited by the health board to 
make a written return to the allegations of 
neglect of small pox patients in their care. 
Children, it seems, are entirely neglected. 
The hospiial accommodations are to be enlarg- 
ed. The Crystal Palace Annex, capable of 
holding 350 patients, is to be taken. Seventy- 
five new cases sre reported yesterday, and 53 
were verified. In St. Camille hospital there 
sre 168 patients, in St. Roch’s 114, and in ths 
Protestant hogital 45. Of 252 persons who 
died from smallnox in this city 
the week ended Briday jast, 237 wers French 
Canadians, 9 vere under vix months, 29 from 
x munths to one yeer, 129 from one to five 
yeere, and 62 from five to ten years. A milk- 
man who plied his vocation while he had a 
fatal case of sma!|pox in his family, has been 
arrested. A St. Cunegonde doctor, a strong 
gnti-vaccineationist, has been arrested for sell. 
ing vaccivation certificates for fifty cents 
apiece, without examining the purchasers. 


No Smallpox in Ottawa, 

Orrawa, Ont., October 28.—At a meeting of 
the sanitary boerd of the medical health offi- 
cers, it was reported that not a single case of 
tmallpox existed in the city at present. Vac. 
citation was gcing on uxceasingly at the 
bends of public vaccinators and physicians 
generally. Thecity isnotso fortunate as re- 
gards otber diseases. 
jevers ere said to be prevalent.

The 
young man watched them closely, and catch- 
ing eight of two young ladies walking arm in 
arm, rprapg forward, drew a revolver, fired 


two shots in quick succession, and dashed out 
of the hall and up Monroe street toward Fifth 
avenue. The street was crowded with people 
goirg home from business. The sdynd of the 
shots attracted others. An officer standing 
peer the corner of Fifth avenue noticed the 
crowd accumulating, divined the cause of 
the young man’s flight, and promptly seized 
him. They walked back to the scene ot the 
shcotirg. The two women lay insensible on 
the sidewalk. At the sight of the man who 
hed attempted their murder, the crowd be- 
eeme furious, and attempted to tear him from 
the officer’s pe Somebody cried: “Lynch 
bim!’’ and the cificer, realizing his prisoner’s 
danger, hustled him through an alley in the 
direction of the nearest station. The crowd 
attempted to follow, but only 
jemmed itself fast in the  nar- 
row entrance. The ‘wounded women were 
taken into the nearest drug store and thence 
to the county hospital. It is believed that 
their wounds are fatal. It has developed that 
the shooting was revenge taken by a former 
employe in R. G. Dan’s office, on the two 
wcmen, who, claiming he had insulted them, 
caused his discharge a day or twoago. The 
young man called at the oflice today and was 
wld by the foreman that if he would apologize 
tothe women, who are sisters, hamed Mrs. 
Rey Good and Lillian Waller, he would be 
reinstated. He left the office and was not seen 
gain until arrested. Mre. Good wasshot in 
ihe neck and her sister received a second shot 
in the side ot her head. Burns refuses to make 
eny statement concerning the affair. 


SHOT THROUGH THE FOREHEAD,

Tae 
burgiars threw away the pocketbook and 
revolver, and jumped into a wagon and got 
away. The wagon, it is claimed, was tracked 
through Genesee, and Sheriif O’Mears was 
notified and started in pursuit this moraing ai 
about 3 o’clock. Mrs. Thayer was io the 
room with her husband st the time, and the 
hired man was awakened by the firing and 
ceme down stairs at once. Thayer was a lead- 
ing citizen of the town of Avon, aged 65 years, 
end well known throughout the county. He 
had just sold his wheat, but it is not known 
how much money he had.

Zhe Probability is That He Will Get Ten 
= Years, 

New York, October 28.—In the trial of Fer- 
dinsnd Ward, for defrauding the Marine 
benk, the taking of testimony was today con- 
cluded, argument closed, and the judge 
charged the jury, who then retired. 

At 12:45 a. m.the jury re-entered the court, 
and rendered a verdict of larceny in the first 
degree. The penalty is imprisonment in the 
state prison, in the discretion ot the court, for 
not more than ten years.

STEAD IN COURT. 


A REMARKABLE STATEMENT BY : 


THE, PRISONER, 


The Bliza Armstrong Case Through With—The Bri- 
dence and Argument Begun— Mr, Steed ad- 
dresses the Jury on His Own Behalfand 
Gives (His Story of the Case, 


_ Lonpor, October 28.—The trial of the Arm- 
strong abduction case was resumed at the 
Central criminal court today. The testimony 
for the prosecution being all in, the attorney 
gereral announced that his side of the oase 
was clored. Charles Ruseell, counsel for the 
defense, then addressed the court in behalf of 
the prisoners. He vindicated the sublime 
motives ot Mrs. Jarrett when she took the 
girl from her mother for Mr. Stead, and claim- 
cd that the absence of the consent of the father 
did rot make the acta crime, if the- mother’s 
consent had been obtained without misrepre- 
sentation or fraud. Stead then addressed the 
jury in behalfof bimself and the other de- 
fendants. His argument was on the basis that 
tLe end justified the means. Court adjourned. 

Mr. Stead, in addressing the jury, said that 
if the jury found any one guilty, he alone 
must.be found guilty. He now regratted that 
so many of his friends had become involved 
insuch acase. He urg2d that Eliza arm- 
strong had been senton the continent for the 
purpose of showing the facility with which 
girls could be deported without their. parents 
knowing their whereabouts. Stead 
cleimed that his object in the latter instance, 
was to seuppress the horrible and infernal 
tis ffic in young girls to be sent to the conti- 
nent for immoral purposes. 

Justice Lopes told Stead that he was travel- 
ing very wide of the subject of the crime 
wherewith he was charged, and that he went 
beyond the issue before them in whe Ya “7 
conversations he had had with Howard Vin- 
cent, concerning the motives be had in view 
in his conduct respecting Eliza Armstrong. 

Mr. Stead contended that he was trying to 
show thst this was a case of procuration, and 
not one ofabduction. He said Mrs. Jarrett 
first tried to buy the girl trom the latter’s pa- 
rintsin White Chapel, but failed. Mrs. Jar- 
rett had assured bim that Eliza’s mother and 
Mrs. Braughton were made to firmly believe 
that Eliza was going to be ruined, and had no 
reason for euspecting that she was 
destined for other than a debauch. 
Stead intimated his intention to cali the 
archbishop of Canterbury, Howard Vincent, 
Colonel Henderron, commissioner of the met- 
repolitan police, and Sir William Vernon 
Hercourt, home secretary to the Gladstone 
cabinet, as witnesses. He concluded by ob- 
rerving that when the jury hesrd the teati- 
mony of the foregoing,nobody of English birth 
would return a verdict against him. Stead 
was frequently called to order during his ad- 
dress, for wandering from the subject matter 
under consj¢eration.

The Great Eastern Sold, 

Loxpox, October 28.—The Great Eastern, 
the lergest steamship in the world, was sold at 
public auction today for £26,200. Her con- 
etruction, commenced May 1, 1854, and the 
work of launching her, which lasted from 
November 3, 1857, to January 31, 1858, cost 
£60,000. bydraulic pressure being employed. 
Her extreme length is 680 feet, breadth 82'4 
feet, and including paddle boxes, 115 feet, 
height 58 feet, or 70 feet to the top of the bul- 
warks. She has eight engines, capable, in 
ectue! work, of 11,000 horse power, and has 
besides, twenty auxillary engines. She was 
sold in 1864 for £25,000, and was ype oor, dee on 
several occasions with success as a cable laying 
vessel. 


The Latin Union,

The 
tesk, hesaid, would be an exceedingly diifli- 
cultore. Ferry opposes the separation of 
church and state, on the ground that the elec- 
tors-do not desire it. 

Epain Girding Her Loins, 

Mapkzip, October 23.—The Spanish govera- 
ment is etrergthening the Ceuta peninsula in 
Morocco. Ceuta is opposite Gibraltar, and 
only 17 miles distant. It has many points of 
resemblance to that fortification, is well sup- 
plied with water and if properly garrisoned 
would be all but impregnable. Additional 
heavy armaments bave also been ordered for 
the ports of the Phillipine islands.

Lonpon, October 28.—The war office in Con- 
stantinople presents a scene of unusual actiy- 
ity, clearly indicating that the porte is de- 
termined on adopting effective measures in 
the event ot the conference of the powers fail- 


ing,to agree on a plan for the settlement 
of the Roumelian question. An official 
report today shows that 180,600 Turkish tro 
are now mustered at available points on the 
frontier for active service in the Balkin penin- 
sula, and reinforcements are continually ar- 
riving. The levy of the landsturm is only 
retorted to as a war measure, and will add 
over 120,000 men to the service. The Circas- 
sians have tendered 25,000 cavaly,and Alba- 
nia bas promised to assist the porte, In view 
of thisthe Turkish troops in Albania have 
been withdrawn and maseed on the Greek, 
Bulgarian and Servian frontiers. 

Thirty Greek refugees, who escaped from 
Bulgaria in an open boat, have been arrested 
at the entrance to the Bosphorus. They said 
that they had flied from Bulgarian cruelty and 
to avoid compulsory enrollment in the Bulga- 
rian —_ 

The sultan declines to negotiate with Prince 
Alexander in regard to the union of Bulgaria 
end Roumelis, on the ground that the coming 
conference will deal with the question. 

France and England have notified the porte 
of their readiness to take part in the Balkan 
conference. 

The Servian premier hes sent a note to the 
powers, in which he expresses a desire for 
peace, on the basis of the Berlin treaty. He 
also seys that he hopes to see the sultan’s au- 
th nt restored in Bulgaria and eastern Rou- 
melia.

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THB DEADLY GUN, 


A Tragic Affair in Laurisbarg, North Oaro- 
lina Between Two Youths. 
From the Charlotte Observer. 


From parsengers on the Carolina Central 
railroad, who arrived in the city yesterday 
afternoon en Observer reporter learned the 
particulars of a — occurrence in the town 
of Laurinburg, and one which has greatly 
‘xcited the people of that town. Daniel 
May, aged 13 years, son of Rev. D. May of the 
North Carolina conference, was shot and 
perbaps fatally injured by a companion 
named Herbert Clark, aged eleven years, a 
ron of Mr. Robert B. Clark, of Laurinburg. 
The two boys had each secured a gun and had 
beenfout hunting, and it was on their return 
home and efter entering the town that the 
shooting occurred. The two lads were imme- 


Ciately in front of the residence 
ot Captain D. . F. Everitt, a 
conductor of the Carolina Central, 


when Captain Everitt’s wife, who was in her 
room, was startled by the report of a gun, and 
hurrying to the front door she saw young May 
lying in the street, his head and face covered 
with blood, while young Clark, with hat in 
one hend and gun in the other, was speeding 
down the street towards his home. News of the 
effair spread rapidly, and very quickly a 
csc, of excited people surrounded the 
wounded youth. He was picked up and car- 
ried into Captain Everitt’s house, where phy- 
siclans where soon in attendance upon him. 

A glance at young May’s wound showed it 
to be of a very serious character. The load of 
shot had struck him in the face, but fortu- 
ustely for asudden movement of the boy at 
the momentthe gun fired, the wound was 
partially i glancing one. One 
of young May’s eyes was shot 
cut, bis nose was perforated, and a portion of 
the cheek bone under the destroyed eye was 
torn sway. Theshot wounds bled protusely 
and the doctors had great difficulty in ex- 
tracting the leaden pellets,many of which had 
gone in too far to be reached. Several shots 
were extracted from the roof of the boy’s mouth. 
Afterthe wounds had been dressed young 
May regained consciousness and was borne 
to the home of his parents. He has since been 
in & semi-conscious condition and the doctors 


are unable tosay how it will probably end, | 


but they give the opinion that the condition 
ofthe boy is very serious. It is feared that 
some of the shot may bave penetrated the 
brain. There sre conflicting reports as to the 
cause of the affair, but it is generally believed 
tohave been purely accidental. The princi- 
pal witness is a little girl who was in the 
street near the boys, and who says she heard 
Clark ask May: 
you,’’ atthe seme time pointing his gun at 
May. May said, “‘No,! won’t,’’but just then the 
gun fired. They appeared to be in play. 
Clark hed evidently pointed the gun at his 
ecmMpanicn, in fun, and the firing was an un- 
fortunate accidental result. The affair created 
a great sensation in Laurinburg, and much 
sympathy is expressed for both the parties 
concerned, as well as for their families.

SOME WORDS WITH ACORRESPONDENT. 

We print in another colamn a letter from 
Mr. W. H. Shipman, of Leon, Iowa. Mr. 
Leen is a subscriber to Tare Constitrrtion, 
but a republican, and for that reason his let- 
teris veryinterestirs. Mr, Shipman, in some 
respects, is very liberal in his yiews, amd in 
others is exceedingly illiberal, presenting a 
contrast that is rarely seen in one commnani- 
cation from the same pen. He is of the 
opinion that we are very patient and long 


sullering down bere, and that we heye pre-- 
sented a spectacle, considering the diffical- ‘ 


ties aud problems by which weare surround- 
ed, that entitles us to the respect and sympa- 
thy of the north.

It is piain that, whateveradmiration he may 
bave for the people of the south, he regards 
them as aliens; as men who, having been en- 
geged in an unsuccessful rebellien, are qui- 
etly awaiting an opportunity to take yen- 
geance on their conquerors.

Shipman esys that be and agreat many 
northern people are of the opinion that the 
negro vote is either suppressed entirely or 
unfairly dealt with, and he very plainly in- 
forms us that our denials will not be believed. 
In other words, a bushel of southern facts is 
not worth one noribern republican s opinion 
and will not be allowed to prevail against it. 
Thus ovr correspondent is enabled to read 
the south a severe lecture over our shoulders, 
and to forestall any possible repiy dy an- 
nouncing that he and his friends cannot be 
induced to believe it. Nevertheles#, we pre- 
fer to regard this as leesan evidence of parti- 
sanship than of human nature. Mr. Ship- 
man spnounces that the negro should not be 
allowed to control—that his domination 
would be digsstrous—and knowing what 
course he would teke under the circum: 
stances, he refuses to believe that the south 
fails to employ the remedy that seems to be 
the most natural and effective. 

But what does Mr. Shipman know avout 
the negro or about the political situation in 
thesouth? Absolutely nothing. His opin- 
ion and his letterto Ture ConsrirvcTion are 
based solely and entirely on the supposition 
or belief that the negro voters in Georgia and 
in other states in the south display as eager 
and as active interest in politics as the aver- 
sge white voter. Richt here is the solution 
and explanation of the whole aatter. Our 
correspondent, itis reasonabie to suppose, 
keeps up with the current history of politics, 
Did it ever oceur to him thatin ‘ eorgia—to 
take an example—there is no such thing asa 
republican party? Has he failed to discover 
the fact that thereis no party machinery, 80 
far as the republicans are concerned, in Geor- 
gia and the other southern states’? These 
are facts that he an@ his friends ought to 
take into serious consideration. There are 
republican yoters here, but no republican 
organization and no incentive to organ:za- 
tion. 

At one time the negroes depended on their 
carpetbag friends to lead and organize them, 
but the carpetbeggers fell into disrepute, not 
less with the negroes than with the honest 
republicans of the norih, and they no longer 
lead the negroes.
